Most readers know the Saskatchewan is in 


northwest Canada. 


Two recent items of news from that neighr 


borhood are of importance to millions through- 
out Hie world. 


One is the development of a certain variety 


of wheat which ripens nearly hvo weeks earlier 
than any other. That opens up great tracts of. 
country there to the growing of wheat. 


For the northern limit of wheat growing is 


fixed by the frost date. The earlier ripening ex- 
tends the wheat belt many miles northward — 
.about 125. 


The second news fact is linked to the first. 


It concerns the building of a railroad from the 
Saskatchewan to Hudson Bay. 


This railroad, long planned, was nearing* 


completion this fall, and will be finished early 
in Ilif summer of 1921. 


The railroad will be an outlet for the wheat 


fo be grown in the new wheat belt. Also it will 
provide- cheaper transportation for the wheat in 
ilir. district farther south. 


Anything which increases the world's wheat 


crop, and cheapens the cost of distributing it is 
vastly important. Certainly nothing more im- 
portant has happened on the Saskatchewan 
since it was discovered in 1670.

As they have proved effi- 
dnit ;md in most cases are willing to work for 
less than men, Iheir place in industry seems a 
permanent one. 


There is now one woman to every nine men 


employed in the industries which formerly em- 
ployed chiefly or exclusively men. 


Then: are G9,000 women in such industries 


jis iron, steel, lumber, leather, stone, clay, chem- 
ical manufacture, the manufacture of automo- 
bilfs, electrical apparatus, agricultural imple- 
ments, mechanical implements, optical, rubber, 
shipbuilding, and railroading. All these women 
who Imve gone into industry have gone out of 
the home. 


The old cry of the anti-suffrage women 


"woman's place is in the home" is being taken 
up by the suffragists who now begin to feel that, 
perhaps, women have fewer homes than they 
used In have and that woman's place really is in 
Ihe home. 


A woman cannot be in an iron foundry all 


ilnv and in the home, too! 


New Metals for Man 


INCREASED consumption of iron and steel is 


••• making scientists look ahead to the time 
when supplies of iron ore will be exhausted. 


Not in this generation. 
Nor the next. But. 


time will come when piles of scrap-iron in the 
yard of a scrap-iron dealer of today will seem 
like a treasure hoard. 


Iron is"so necessary to civilized life that it 


is hard for most persons to imagine how thej 
world could get along without plenty of it. But 
doubtless men thought the same of copper in 
the stone and copper age which' ended about 
1800 B. C. 


Already chemists are working to conserve 


supplies of iron for future civilizations while 
'benefiting-the present. Their, experiments are 
based on, the fact that the best known metals 
now in use are not those which arc most abun- 
dant but are those which could most easily be 
got at, and utilized. 


The list of most abundant metals in the 


earth includes some which now are unfamiliar. 
Such as chromium, barium, manganese, vanad- 
ium, 
strontium and zirconium. The abundant 


list does not include copper, zinc and lead. 


Gold, like some of the other well-known 


metals, has been used since early times because 
primitive men found it in a nearly pure state,
